The 
subject has been widely and {fully dis- 
cussed by the newspapers of the state 
and bas been a fruitful source of debate 
in the general assemby, and it is scarce- 
ly necessary to elaborately argue the 
question here, 
reasons, we have opposed the move- 
ment, and our opposition, we make no 
doubt has been in some degree instru- 
mental in postponing the matter. We 
were moved to this course mainly be- 
cause we believed there were no defects 
in. our organic law that could not be 
remedied by the provisions of the pres- 
ent constitution. We are convinced 
now that these proyisions are inade- 
quate, and we. are certain moreover. 
that the people of the state now desire 
@ convention. 

It has been almost positively demon- 
strated that it is well-nigh impossible 
to make any improvement in our pres- 
ent constitution in the manner provid- 
ed by that instrument. The changes 
needed are too numerous to be made 
with the cumbrous machinery provided 
by the organic law.. The convention 
should be composed of the best and 
wisest men in our state—men who will 
not be governed by spite or prejudice 
in revising and remodeling our organic 
law. The times are ripe for the move- 
ment, and we should be glad to see it 
once more made the subject of general 
discussion by our state exchanges.

THURMAN'S SOCIAL SURROUNDINGS. 

On Fourteenth street, between K. 
and L streets, is the home ot Senator 
Thurman and his son-in-law, Governor 
McCormick. Aovout ten years ago 
these houses were erected and sold, 
one to Governor McCormick, who ac- 
cupied it with his mother and sister 
(later marrying Mies Lizze Thurman, 
those ladies returned to their home in 
the west). ‘The other house was pur- 
chased by Mr. Bowen, member of con- 
gress, from South Carolina, who ob- 
sained considerable notoriety through 
his trial subsequent to his wedding 
with Mrs. Pettigru King, whu was 
snubbed and, indeed,cut by all Charles- 
ton during her life on account of her 
marriage, and iater followed by 
the “weeping ele,” who turned 
ou en masse {0 attend her 
funeral.. Senator. Thurman bought the 
house from Bowen, made a few altera- 
tions, and with his wife and daughter, 
Mrs. Cowles, took possession. Mrs.

4 GONSIITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


In our opinion the time has arrived 
when the people of Georgia may, with 
great propriety, take into consideraton 
the matter of revising and remodeling 
our present state constitution. The 
subject has been widely and {fully dis- 
cussed by the newspapers of the state 
and bas been a fruitful source of debate 
in the general assemby, and it is scarce- 
ly necessary to elaborately argue the 
question here, 
reasons, we have opposed the move- 
ment, and our opposition, we make no 
doubt has been in some degree instru- 
mental in postponing the matter. We 
were moved to this course mainly be- 
cause we believed there were no defects 
in. our organic law that could not be 
remedied by the provisions of the pres- 
ent constitution. We are convinced 
now that these proyisions are inade- 
quate, and we are certain moreover, 
that the people of the state now desire 
@ convention. 

It has been almost positively demon- 
strated that it is well-nigh impossible 
to make any improvement in our pres- 
ent constitution in the manner provid- 
ed by that instrument. The changes 
needed are too numerous to be made 
with the cumbrous machioery provided 
by the organic law. The convention 
should be composed of the best and 
wisest men in our state—men who will 
not be governed by spite or prejudice 
in revising and remodeling our organic 
law. The times are ripe for the move- 
ment, and we should be glad to see it 
once more made the subject of general 
discussion by our state exchanges.

THURMAN’S SOCIAL SURROUNDINGS,

one to Governor McCormick, who oc- 
cipied it with his mother ‘and sister 
(later marrying Mies Lizze Thurman, 
those ladies returned to their home in 
the west).

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TUE MILLIONAIRE ‘MURDERER. | 
Escaping the Hangman and Geisg 
inw Prison to Stay for Life. 
From the Chicago Times 
Psrersoro’, Ont., Nov, 22. ‘Think of 
@ millionaire leaving bis rich posses- 
sions and, accompanied by the officers 
ol the law, boarding the train fur t!.e 
penitniiary there to remain for the 
term of hislife! This morning James 
Rysn was taked from tie jail nere, put 
on board the early train by the sheriff 
and his constables, aud conveyed t» 
the provincial penitentiary in Kingston. 
_ was found guilty of vife murder at 
tne Peterboro’ asizesch; he 18h of 
October last and seitenced tor death 
to-dey. The executive at Ottawa, how- 
ever, heard the prayer of almost the 
whole province as éxpressed through a 
petiticm asking for the merciful «xer- 
ercise ol thé éxecutive power, and the 
seu'ence was vommuted to imprison- 
-ment for life. 

Ryan in persona! and real estate isa 
worth, so it'is estimated, $2,200,000: 
Twenty years ago when he was of age, 
his father, Patrick Ryan, now a million. 
aire of 70, gave him half a million in 
gold with which to start in business. 
James bought a large tannery, and by

him a handsome yearly income. He 

soid out his Chicago property in 1369, 
just before the great fire. 


In the early part of this year, Mr. 
Ryan took to drinking. On the 8th of 
May he had an attack of delirium tre- 
mens. He fled from his house in the 
forenoon and took refuge from his im- 
azinarv porsuers in his tannery, bard 
by. Toward eveniug he sent a work- 
man for a bottle of wnisky, and having 
drank it felt nerved again, and. return- 
ed home. He ea: down in his parlour 
and called his young wife to him. She 
waiked up to him and put her arm 
around his neck. Their two children, 
one seven and the other five years old, 
were in the room. tuddenly Ryan 
arose from his chair ahd stabbed his 
wife in the side, She swggered from 
the room into the hall and down the 
steps, and with a piercing cry fell dead 
on the lawn outside the front door. 

The town coastables arrested Ryan, 
sitting motionless in his chair. On 
being accused of killing his wife, he 
wept bitterly but made no answer. A 
long, thin-bladed knife, tinged at the 
shary point with biood, was found on 
the carpet by his chair, and was recog- 
nized as a knife u-ed by the tanners for 
preparing peitries. 

} he prisoner was duly committed fou 
trial at the tall assizes, and on his trial 
was defended by three of the abliest 
nisi prius adyoeates at the Canadian 
bar. The defence was témpurary in- 
sanity -in plainer words, dearium tre- 
mens—and when that failed,the learned 
counsei made an effortto show that the 
deceased wife committed suicide in dis- 
traction at her husband’s drunkenness. 
The suicide theory was abandoned be- 
fore the close of the trial, hiwever,and 
the pris ner was found guilty, after a 
trial extending over eighty hours, and 
sentexced to be hung to-day. 

Tre jury recommended Rvan to 
mercy, and this recommendation being 
backed by a petition by this town at 
large, and by some of the most reputa- 
bie: physicians in the country, Mr. 
Blake, the minister of justice, advised 
the governor general to conimute the 
sentence, as already stated.
